The minister said he did not think the 
issue' would -harm- U.-S.-Japanese -relations, 
because the tariffs are limited to a small 
number of products. 

He said, however, it was too early to tell if 
the dispute might force Prime Minister 
Yasuhlro Nakasone to cancel his trip to 
Washington, set for late April. 

Nakasone on 'Saturday called the U.S. 
decision "most regrettable." 

"We may well send an envoy (to 
Washington),’’ he told reporters. "We must 
explain well our position, correct what needs 
correcllng, and resolve this through 
negotiations." 

'The tariffs would represent one the most 
sweeping trade actions to be. taken against 
Japan by the United States since World War 
II.

On Jan. 19, the SkyWest 
Metrollner carrying eight on its final 
approach to Salt Lake International 
Airport was struck by a single- 
engine plane with two aboard. The 
smaller aircraft had taken off from 
Airport No.2, a few miles south of 
the international airport, when the 
collision occurred.

"We looked 
up and saw an Army plane coming at 
us In the four o’clock position. The 
Army pilot saw us and took ap- 
propriate action. 

"He didn't do anything wrong. But 
we had Just been told by 'the con- 
troller that we were being taken off 
radar. So he was taking us off the 
frequency- as- our-posllion -and-the- - 
Army plane’s position were merging 
on his screen,” Naekel said. - 

He said he Immediately asked for 
the controller’s initials, "but 
another controller came on the air • 
and told us to wait until we got 
back.” 

He sald-he nursued a report, but it 
was discouraged by his supervisors. 
He said he wrote a report, "but it 
never made It Into the system."

That action, in our view, has gone a long way to dif- 
fusing what could have an hysterical 'confrontation 
between parents concerned for their own children 
and the district, which has a responsibility to provide 
-public education. . 

The evidence -is not yet 'final,- but-the national- 
research on AIDS shows pretty much conclusively 
that it bolds little or no risk to children in a school 
environment. _ 

The dlsease“ls 'transmitted in' thrM ways: un- 
protected sexual contact, blood transfusion, and to 
an unborn child by a carrier mother. It is not 
transmitted by normal ■ physical contact, through 
shared drinking fountains; or any other way in which 
_school .children-normally-come In-contact-witb each— 
other. 

Based on that, we see no reason at this time why 
the child should be denied admission to Hemingway 
Elementary. 

Failure of the b^rd to take- that course will likely 
result in a lawsuit which it will probably lose, if past 
rulings in other parts of the country are any Inaica- 
tion. 

Indeed, the board has an opportunity in this case to 
help set a tone of tolerance and reason. That could go 
a long way toward overcoming Idaho's national im- 
age as a place which harbors Neo-Nazis.

The GAO is the investigative arm 
of Congress. Spokeswoman Patricia

The 107-page report finds that vir- 
tually all of the weapons have suf- 
fered schedule slips ranging from 
four months to 51 months. The most 
severe slippage is attributed to the 
AquIIa, an unmanned, remotely' 
piloted surveillance drone for the 


Array. 

The AquUa program drew sharp 
criticism from the GAO. which noted 
the Army began the drone’s 
development to 1974. Noting Ibe ser- 
vice.Q currently scheduled to make 
a production (Vision in July, the 
GAO warned: 

' "Throughout full-scale develop- 
ment, the Aquila tas experienced 
technical problems which, .together 
with funding shortages, have more 
than tripM cost and delayed 
fielding by nearly seven years. Some 
-progress has been made In resolving 
the problems, but the Army and 
DoD may have difficulty in assessing 
production readiness because, mea- 
surable performance thrnholds 
have not b^ established.” 

Moreover, the Army may be near- 
ing a production decision for a drone 
that can oidy be used during 
daylight hours, the congressional 
agency said, b^ause an effort to 
develop a "forward-looking Infrared 
sensor" that would allow the drone’s 
use at night "is In trouhie.” 

The GAO also warned the Army 
was experiencing serious problems 
in developing a new generation of 
light helicopters — a program dubb- 
ed the LHX, for Light Helicopter 
Experimental. 

"The LUX’S original goals have 
proven too optimistic.’’ the GAO 
wrote. "Compared to the original 


goals, the current projected weight 
and cwls are higher; the perfor- 
mance expectaUons are lower, and 
the feasibility of a single-seat LHX 
has not been demon; *ral^.’’ 

Turning to the Navy, the GAO 
warned that efforts to develop an 
advanced sonar'hnd combat-control 
system for the next generation at- 
tack submarine had bogged down' in 
computer software problems. 

"We believe that implementing 
the (program) as scheduled Is a high 
risk because of the large quantity 
and cost for new software required 
and the potential for program slip- 
page.’’ tte GAO said. 

As for the Air Force, the report 
said that service could not meet its 
initial deployment date of 1989 for 
equipping jet filters with the new 
AMRAAM dog-fighting missile 
without using "an interim design 
missUe that does not fully meet per- 
formance requirements.” 

The auditors- also said they had 
doubts about tb6 Air Force’s ability 
to meet a 87 billion cap on spending 
for24.33S missiles.

The rocket was destroyed by 
ground controllers when it veered off 
course. 

Lost In the accident were the J78 
million rocket and an 883 million 
military communications satellite.

Activist’s

ANN ARBOR. Mich. (AP) - The 
suicide of a prominent, wealthy 
political activist on the campus of 
the university where she served as 
regent has left friends and family 
groping for an explanation.

BOSTON (AP) — A' synogague has 
been burned to tbe ground and anti- 
SemlUc graffiti has shown up in a 
high school yearbook and in a home 
ransacked by teen-agers, all within 
the past six weeks, in tbe Boston 
area. 

Jewish leaders are concerned, but 
say the outburst is an aberraUoo 
gnri that reactions sbow tbe attacks 
not be tolerated.

hospital buildings, and parks at Rock Creek, 
Balanced Rock and Murtaugh Lake. 

But the county is also owner of smaller of- 
fices in Twin Falls and BubI, bits and pieces of 
the Twin Falls-Sun Valley Regional Airport, 
gravel pits and strips of land along some 
streets, Commissioner Marvin Hempleman 
said. 

There is no assessed valuation on the total 
county holdings because the property is lax ex- 
empt.

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Racing association rips fair board user fee

JEROME — A represenUllve from 
Jerome’s Racing Assoclallon met with coim* 
.ty commissioners last week to protest a 
proposed hike in the amount the association 
pays the County Pair Board for the use of 
the race track and other faculties at the 
fairgrounds. 

Racing association spokesman Roy 
Preacutt told commissioners that the 
assoclatlod has always paid all the utilities 
and other bills during the week the organiza* 
tlon occupies the fairgrounds, but that now 
the fair board has asked the aswiatlon to 
pay a user fee on top of the other charges. 

“That (the horse races) is the largest 
_sJpgle_spur_ce_.of_outslde_j:eMnues_Ja.-lhe- 
county during the five days the races are 
held; 80 percent of those coming in are from 


out-of-town," said Prescott. The last five 
years, the racing association has had to 
draw from Its reserves in order to put on the 
faces In Jerome, he Said. 

Prescott acknowledged that along with 
many organizations these days, the fair 
board was having Its share of money pro- 
blems. but that fair board members "need 
to look at the entire program" out at the 
fairgrounds. 

Money to fund racing association activi- 
ties is so tight, Prescott said, that If ex- 
penses continue to rise for the organization, 
"in a year or two we won't have racing In 
Jerome.” 

"Our thinking is If we don't coordinate 
together, we will bite the hand that feeds 
us." PrOscott said, calling' for more use of 
jroluntccr-labor-to^ut-the-expense-of-fair- 
opcratlon. 

Prescott said he was willing lo work with 


the fair board to solve the problems, but 
said he was concerned about what he thiev- 
ed was an attitude of "If you don't pay, you 
don'tcome.”

Meadows said In the past, fees had been 
set for fairground facility use, but usually

been a money problem. However, Meadows 
said the board was going to take a "hard 


line" lo collect the lec0 
"We do have to pay'monthly bills . . . and 
some people are there all year round,” 
Meadows said. "For example, we wlil charge 

$25amonlhfortheuseofastall.’’, 

Even though It doesn’t cost the board $25 
month to maintain the stall. Meadows de- 
fends the board's^ action, saving the board 
has a right to expect a profit from renting 
the fairground faciHties. 

"We nave to survive on what we’ve got." 
Meadows said. "This year we received only 
$23,000 lo tax monies. That barely covers the 
ulUllles." 

Meadows agreed that more volunteer 
labor could take care 'of some of the pro- 
blems, but "we have to have money to buy 
the maierlals for the volunteers to work

The fair board is always looking for people 
to rent facilities not cui^ently In use at the 


fairgrounds. Meadows said. .• ' 

Commissioner Chairman Carl Hob- 
tgomery said that (he commissk>ners had 
encouraged the fair board to collect user 
fees because the county probably WDoI(to^~ 
be able>:to provide the orgaolzaUoo with 
more tax dollars in the (orseeable future.

Expanding facility

This system would maintain the 
use of the existing lagoons as part of 
- ’ the primary treatment process and 
also use them and the new lagoOns 
as storage reservoirs between era 
growing seasons, according tn a; J- 
U-B Engineering report. Prom April 
' to 'October, disinfected, sewage 
would be supplied lo existing oea^y 
fields for use as Irrigation waterra 
pasture. 

The report also says that a new' IK 
_rigatjon_pump^aDd_dl5charge_plpe__ 
would supply the effluent lo the 
sprinkler system. Also, a return col- 
lection system would be added to In- 
tercept any excess IrrigatloD water. 

Other options considered included 
attempting to Increase the efficien- 
cy of the present system without 
expanding ft. or building a larger 
lagoon. These options were disc^- 
ed by the council because of tb^ 
environmental impact or cost. 

The cost of the sprinkler disposal 
system will be about $36,500, says 
J-U-B engineer Scott Bybee. The' 
total cost of the expansion project is 
still unknown, but it Is estimated at 
between $300,000 and $400,000. 

The present system is designed for 
a population of 1,350 and Is being us- 
ed by a population of about 2,200. 
Bybee has said. It also has lacked 
cnought land for Irrigation -to ade* ' 
quately dispose of the elfluent 
The improved facility would han- 
dle about 3,000 users, mlowlng a U 
percent annual growUiTor 20 years. 

Nearby resid^ls have complained 
ol odor, and for a time last year the 
council had placed a moratorium on 
new hook-ups to the system to pre- 
vent overflow problems. Tbe 
moratorium ha s not been renewed 
this year. : 

'The council will continue to - 
discuss the plan at future meetings. 
Work on the project is expected to 
J begininlalcMayoreariyJuoe. 


The U.S. Postal Service received a 
number of bids for property in the 
core of the city, but none met the 
lot-size requirements as well as the 
two selected.

BOISE — Idaho legislators are 
always complaining about the 
"patch and scratch" system of runn- 
ing stale governmenL Yet that's 
the way they have financed recent 
state budgets. 

But some Influential state 
legislators say it Isn’t impossible for 
Idaho to revise Its Increasingly 
lilted tax system. It will ]ust be dif- 
ficult. 

"Patch and scratch" is a ^stem 
In which problems that arise are 
dealt with by passage of a new slate 
law or tax. Its chief drawback Is 
that it seldom produces long-term 
solutions or new ideas. _ 

Even this session, with legislators 
trying to find a way to pump more 
money Into education budgets, the 
talk in what appeared to be the final 
'arys'orthei9®7seslonwasn‘tlong- — 
term. 

It centered on whether It would be 
better to Impose “on^tlme” taxes 
' to deal with current needs, or make 
permanent tax increases to deal not 
only with the currentproblem, but 
provide extra money for the future. 

Like any elected ^y, the Idaho 
Legislature in recent years has 
found It much easier to grant tax 

groups than to lake them away. 

The Legislature has granted sales 
tax exemptions for a variety of 
groups over the yean, ranging from 
funeral services to the services of 
doctors, mechanics and plumbers. 

Rep. Don Loveland, R-Boise, is a 
-._slatclegislatQt.wh<i5eCie4Jorj.eaES_ 
’ on the state Tax Commission. He 
says that because of the exemptions, 
which fill many pages in state lax 
laws, about 60 percent of all Iran- 
sactlons are not taxed. 

— And legislators have found in re= — 
cent years that as the base for sales 
taxes has dwindled, the rale of tax 
has had to be Increased. 

Rep. Chris Hooper, R-Bolsc, told 
the Revenue and Taxation Commit- 
tee earlier this session, ashehas in 
yearspast, that if all exemptions 
were uiminated, the sales lax rate 
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could be dropped to about 3 percent 
and the state still would raise more 
revenue. 

Rep. Dean Haagenson, R-Coeur 
d'Alene, introduced a proposal to 
repeal the “SO-SO" homeowners pro-' 
peirty tax exemption this session. He 
said he learned a lot about property 
taxes as a result, mainly that his 


repeal proposal was “very un- 
popular." 

But Haagenson said he's convinced 
the state’s property tax system 
isn’t fair. And Rep. Ken Robison, 
D-Bolse, told House members that 
because of various exemptions, 62 • 
percent of all farm property Is not 
-subieettopropertyJaxes. 

Haagenson asked the Legislature's 
leaders for an interim study on 
taxes, and may get It, although the 
Legislature has come up with more 
than 20 suggestions for interim 
studies this session. 

Loveland rejects the notion that 
the Idaho Legislature, like Congress, 
is subject to so much pressure from 
. special interest groups that it's 


almost impossible to mekemajor. 
changes. » 

"It can be done,” says Loveland. 
“But It would have to be done attbe. 
same time. We’d have to put it all 
' together — sales tax^property tax 
and Income lax.” - 
■ "Illsaproblem,”saldHooper. 

Ul.can’t be done during a ses- 
sion," he said, because the crusbof ' 
other legislation allows little time 
for major new ideas. 

. "We can’t be creative while we are 
meeting. There Is no time to sit back 
and think,” be said. 

But like Loveland, Hooper thinks 
it will take a package, or a plan. An 
interim study would have to produce 
a plan of tax changes, and it would 


tahe v/brk during the mtenm to 
drum up support.

BOISE (AP) - Turnover 

among Idaho’s prison officers never 
has l^n good. Now, it’s taking a 
turn for the worse. 

Last year, 55 of the state’s 274 cor- 
rections pfficers quit their Jobs. 
Since early December, thirty-two of- 
ficers have quit. 

By comparison, only five of the 
nearly 200 Idaho Slate Police officers 
left their jobs in 1986. 

Stale corrections officials say the 
situation is likely to gel worse be- 
fore It gets any belter — the beginn- 
ing of summer is a peak time for of- 
ficers to quit.-* 

’Corrections officials cite offers of 
better jobs and higher pay, frustra- 
tion and stress, night and weekend 
work, and dissatisfaction with the 
business of guai^ing criminals. 

"Rumors are they are burnt-out 
and frustrated,” said Tim McNeese, 
executive assistant to Corrections 
Director A1 Murphy. "I don’t know 
how much of that Is true.’’ 

It’s true, said James ’ Clha, a 
lieutenant and nine-year officer who 
quit last fall. “There was a con- 
tinual, critical shortage of person- 
nel. Before beginning duty, I us^ to 
have to beg' people to. work double 
shifts. There wasn’t enough man- 
power for an entire shlU.” 

Idaho’s prisons — two at Boise, 
one each at Cottonwood and Oroflno, 
and community work centers in 
Boise and Nampa - employ 274 of- 
ficers to guard 1,412 inmates. The 
system Is designed for 1,M9.

After the triplets arrived, Whitesides removed the 
first iamb from the mother and started It on a diet 
of "fine alfalfa hay." The mother didn't miss aj)leat, 

. nursing all. three of her newest lambs wlthourihe- 
necd lor bottle supplemci^is. 

Like Whitesides,' local veterinarian Evan Gubler 
had read about such cases but never seen one. He 
said a sheep’s reproductive system normally “shuts 
down” after conception. But In rare cases a sheep 
can ovulate again, breed and conceive a second time. 
Gestation Is about five months. 

Not only was the experience of Whitesides’ ewe 
' rare, but It W2i_ycry unusual that the late-arriving 
trio was not prematurely delivered at the time of 
the first birth.

Be awafe of 
early signals 
of anorexia 

ROCHESTER, N.Y. (AP) - As 
many as one In 100 young women suf- 
fers from a- serious eating disorder 
called ' anorexia nervosa, according 
to the University of Rochester. ' 

Though early detection and 
treatment would lessen Its harm, 
researchers say that has been dif- 
ficult because early-stage symptoms 
mimic those of other physical or 
emotional problems. 

Two researchers at the university 
'have sHTdi^ anorexics and their 
families, however, and have found 
anorexics tend to come from fami- 
lies that are more conflict-ridden, 
yet less emotionally expressive, 
than normal. i 

"Parents often put high expecta- 


tions on children, explicitly or Im- 
plicitly." say psychologists Jaine 
Strauss and Richard Ryan.
